A few other meetings are an- 
nounced throaghout the state, but active polfti- 
cians usually prefer to devote the last day and 
night before the election to more practical 
work than public speeches. 

The Democratic Claim. 

At beadquariers of the democratic commit 
tee itis claimed that Governor Campbell will 
receive a plurality of 10,000 votes. This is 
based on the assertion that the opposition to 
him in Hamilton county, which was so pro- 
nounced in the beginning of the campaign, 
has largely- melted away until now, it is

Conflicting Ciaims in New York. 

New York, November 2.—The canvass in 
New York state is closed and it only remains 
now to await the verdict of the polls.

The ground has been contested for the great 
influence it will have in 1892. Warner Miller 
aud Andred D. White have shown that they 
had no grifage against the candidate of the re- 
publican party, while Hilland Cleveland have 
met on the same platform and spoken to the 
assembled andiences. 

What Platt Claims. 

Ex-Senator Platt predicts a majority of 
17,000 for Fassett. Other prominent leaders 
make predictions of 5,000 to 20,000. Demo- 
cratic leaders even more confidentiy predict 
Flower’s election by a plurality of 12,000 to 
60,000. ‘ 

Betting on the result has been very quiet. 
Herein New York slight odds have been 
giveninfavorof Flower. The republicans 
are counting on greatly increasing their plu- 
rality above Harlem because of Fassetc’s popu- 
laritv and party harmony,and are counting on 
a decrease of the democratic plurality below 
Harlem because of the indifference or disaffec- 
tion of the mugwumgs and the fact that the 
county democracy received the cold shoulder 
at the Saratoga convention. 

A Democratic View. 

The democrats, on the other hand, point to 
their majority on the congressional vote last 
year of over 78,000, and say that there are no 
indications that the republicans can increase 
their plurality above Harlem, and express con- 
fidence that few county democrats will vote 
against the regular nominees of the party on the 
eve of a presidentia] contest. Besides the com- 
plete state ticket the complexion of the legis- 
ture isalso to be decided. The democratic 
chances in the legislature are not good. Four 
congressmen are also to be elected. 

Fassett’s Strength. 

Jack Sloat Fassett, republican candidate for 
governor, has developed fighting qualities of 
the first order. He has spokenin almost every 
county andin all the chief cities. The key- 
note on which he has rung all changes has 
been that the Tammany tiger inust be slain in 
his lair, and that the vicious influence of Tam= 
many hall, which, having the city of New 
York at its feet, seeks to conquer the state and 
nation in turn, must be overcome and the en- 
dangered liberties of the people preserved by 
returning the republican party to power. 

The democrats’ warcry has been that ‘Platt 
and his too) Fassett’’ were chiefly responsibie 
for the failure of New York city to capture the 
world’s fair, and that the party they represent 
should, therefore, be disciplined by defeat. 

What Flower Has Done. 

Roswell P. Flower, democratic candidate 
for governor, is Jauded for his efforts to secure 
the fair for New York, and _ his speeches in 
congress are quoted in support of his candidacy. 
Little prominence has been given to state is- 
sues save in the bandying of words over the 
failure of the census bill, and the consequent 
tedistricting of the state by reason of the dis- 
agreement as to its terms between the governor 
and the republican majority in the state senate. 

Both Parties Confident. 

Both parties profess confidence of victory. 
The republicans base strong hopes of success 
on the healing of the breach between the 
Platt and Warner Miller forces, and on the en- 
tire harmony of the party from one end of the 
State to the other. Republicans of both fac- 
tions have worked shoulder to shoulder every- 
where.

Governor Ruassell’s Gallant Fight. 

Boston, November 2.—The election 
in Massachusetts tomorrow is for governor and 
other state officers, executive council and leg- 
islature. Two amendments to the constitution 
are also to be voted on, one abolishing the poll 
tax as 4 prerequisite for voting, and the other 
making a mpjority of members a quorum in 
each branch of the legislature. 

Republican, democratic, prohibition, peo- 
ple’s ana soclalist labor tickets are in the field. 
A Vigorous Campaign. 

The campaign has been one of the most vig- 
orous ever fought in Massachusetts. In some 
respects it has resembled the one in which 
Governor Robinson defeated Governor Butler 
in 1883. In that year the republicans put 
forth every possible effort to recover the gov- 
ernorship, which had'slipped away from them 
because of a careless nomination and lethargy. 
Although Butler had antagonized and angered 
the betterelement of the state, and was op- 
posed by all the forces his opponents could 
command, he was beaten by less than ten 
thousand plurality. 

History Repeating Itself. 

This year history is repeating itself, save 
that national issues have been made to play an 
important partin the contest, and Governor 
Russell, instead of antagonizing anybody, has 
made a very satisfactory administration, and is 
so universally liked that his name has been 
frequently applauded at republican rallies. 
The republicans depend for success entirely 
upon their ability to get out the reserve vote 
in the country districts, and to reduce Gov- 
ernor Russell’s majority in Boston, which was 
3,348 last year, 5,000 greaterthan in 1889, 
when the liquor vote is supposed to have gone 


republican. 
The Last Three Weeks. 


The campaign efforts of the democrats have 
been confined almost entirely to the last three 
weeks. They have concentrated their efforts 
upon the centers of population most likely to 
swell their vote. The governor has pursued, 
to a considerable extent, his tactics of last 
year, challenging his opponent to commit him- 
self on various questions of state politics, then 
attacking his position, and finally exhibiting 


the effects of high tariff on local industries. 
The People Aroused. 


Great interest is manifested throughout the 
state, and the registration indicates that the 
total vote will approach if not exceed 300,000. 
The democrats are confident Governor Russe!) 
will be re-elected, and have some hope for the 
rest ¥ their state ticket. The republicans, on 
the other hand, have no doubtat al) of the 
election of all their candidates save governor, 
and expecta plurality of at least 10,000 for 
Allen. 

Betting as between Allen and Russell is 
about even, and, in view of the latter’s great 
popularity, the general satisfaction with his 
administration, the steady, natural growth of 
the democratic party in the state, and the 
equally steady drift infavor of lower tariffs, 
the chances seem to be about egen. The repub- 
licans will retain their majority in the house, 
aud probably secure a sinall majurity in the 
senate. 

Pennsylvania’s Probabilities. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 2.— Pennsylvania 
will tomorrow vote for an auditor general, to 
serve three years, a state treasurer to serve 
two years, and for or against holding a consti- 
tutional convention. While the state usually 
gives a decided republican majority the demo- 
crats contend that the recent treasury 
exposures will bring to the support of their 
ticket the votesof many dissatisfied repub- 
licans, or cause others of that party to refrain 
from voting. This the republican leaders will 
not admit, and claim that they will receive 
nearly, if not quite, the full party vote for an 
off year. 

Chairman Walsh, of the republican state 
committee, today estimated the majority for 
the republican ticket at from forty-five to 
forty-eight thousand. 

Chairman Kerr,of the democratic state com- 
mittee,claims that the democratic ticket would 
come to Philadelphia with about thirty-eight 
thousand majority. As the republicans only 
claim twenty-five thousand majority in Phila- 
deiphia, Chairman Kerr’s figures would leave a 
very comfortable balance on the democratic 
side of the ballots. 

The Contest in Iowa. 

Des Mornes, Ia., November 2.—The most 
exciting off-year campaign in the history of 
Iowa politics closes tonight. For three months 
war has been uuremittingly waged in every 
precinct and schoo! district of the state, and all 
parties are exerting every effort to bring out 
their full yote tomorrow. 

A full state ticket is to beelected in lows 


state and national issuesand many discordant 
elements that enter into the campaign. 

The republicans are divided on the prohibi-

Upon one conclusion are all parties united 
tonight—that there will be a full vote tomor- 
row. The addition of new voters, the long 
campaign, and the interest aroused in the 
issues give assurance that the polls will show 
as large a vote this year as was cast at the 
last presidential election—abont 411,000. In 
1889, when Governof Boies had 6,573 plurality, 
the total vote cast was 360,622. It was subse- 
quently claimed, and is now generally admit- 
ted, that at that election a great many repub- 
licans voted for Boies, as all of the remainder 
of the republican state ticket was elected by 
1,700 to 8,000 plurality.

sixty days been the scene of aseries of horrible 
murders, the first being the killing of Jo- 
seph L. Touart, a prominent merchant who 
was shot down in his store by negroes, which 
crime was followed in ashort time by the mur- 
der of a man named Dunn. 

Last nigh the series of crimes were capped 
by the bratal murder of Mr. Thomas Sheppard 
and his wife, highly esteemed people residing 
two miles from the town. 

The murdered people were quite old, having 
a number of children, all of whom have ate» 
tained majority. The bodies ofthe mutdered 
couple were horribly butchered, the crime 
having been apparently committed with axes. 

Every trunk and drawer in the house was 
pillaged. The ax was found in the front 
yard, thirty yards from the house, with blood 
on it. Seventy-five dollars was found that the 
murderers did not get. 

The people are in a state of frenzy, and a 
large force of men has been patrolling the 
country around in search of the murdérers. 
Information of the crime was telegraphed to 
the governor, and he has offered a large reward 
for the capture of the perpetrators. 


THE SHERIFF PUNISHED. 


The Friends of the Negro Vassor Become 
Incendiaries. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., November 2.—({Spe- 
cial.|—The burning of the new grist mill of 
Captain C. W. Ennis, at the Georgia railroad 
depot last night has occasioned considerable 
excitement among the people of Milledgeville. 

The fire was undoubtedly the work of the 
incendiary, and is believed tohave been the 
revenge of the friends of Crawford Vassor, who 
was killed by Captain Ennis while resisting 
arrest in Macon last week. The entire mill 
plant was consumed, and but for the heroic 
work of those early at the fire the Georgia 
road depot, with about twenty cars of cotton, 
would have also burnt. 

Captain Ennis’s loss is about six thousand 
dollars with no insuranc. It will be re- 
meinbered that the boiler in this mill exploded 
less than six months ago, wrecking the mill 
and killing young Charles Eunis. Subse- 
quently it was struck by lightning. Thereis 
some suspicion as to the incendiary, and ev- 
idence enough to justify conviction. The 
fiend will hardly have a courthouse trial.

To Retire from the Chairmanship of the 
National Committee. 


THE RECORD HE HAS MADE THERE. 


Some Striking Incidents of the Last 
Presidential Campaign.

Which Shows That There Is More Labor 
Than Glory in Leading a National 
Campaign — Other News. 


WASHINGTON, November 2.—[Special.]-—The 
retirement of Senator Calvin 8S. Brice as chair- 
man of the national democratic committee is 
assured, he having volunteered the statement 
that as soon asthe next national democratic 
convention is held he will tender his resigna- 
tion andinsist upon its acceptance. Gossip 
naturally drifts to the subject of his probable 
successor, and so faras heard from there ap- 
pearsto be ageneral sentiment that Senator 
Arthur P. Gorman shall resume his old place 
at the head of the commiitee. Theconfidence 
of the democrats in Senator Gorman’s political 
management is general, and the fact that he 
won in the campaign of 1854 goes a-long way 
to strengthen that opinion. His subsequent 
success in defeating the force bill at the last 
session of congress gives him a prominence in 
the party as a manager that is fully deserved. 

There is one thingto be borne in mind, 
namely, that Senator Gorman is himself an 
alleged presidential candidate. He has not 
avowed his purpose to allow his name to be 
presented to the next national convention, 
but no one has so far heard of him restraining 
his friends from Keeping his name before the 
public in thisconnection. If he could secure 
the support of his party for the presidency 
with the samo unanimity with which the 
chairmanship of the national committee would 
be tendered to him, it would not be necessary 
to hold a conveption atall.

Senator Brice steps down from the chair- 
manship after an experience that few men 
would desire to repeat, and he is not one of 
that few. His efforts for his party were not 
crowned with that succes which alone brings 
reward in politics, yet there was no one more 
loyal to the party, or who made more personal 
gacrifices for the benefit of others. <A 
prominent democrat, a member of the execu- 
tive committee and closely associated with 
Chairman Brice in the campaign of 1888,:said 
to your correspondent in connection with the 
approaching retirement of the head of the 
committee : 

“T know that Senator Brice isin earnest 
when he says that he will not continue after 
the next convention, and I ain equaljy sure 
thathe will use his efforts to have Senater 
Gorman succeed. Several mistakes were 
madein the last presidential campaign that 
might have been avoided if the advice of 
Senator Gorman had been taken. Chairman 
Brice is probably more to blame for this than 
any one else, and it is a credit to him that he 
has the manliness to admit it. 

‘*T want to give you an illustration of Gor- 
man’s insight into Quay’s political methods. 
When the Dudley blocks-of-tive letter was tel- 
egraphed from Indianapolis to the democratic 
headauarters in New York, Chairman Briee 
believed he was in possession of the greatest 
card of the campaign, and was consequently 
delighted. This wason Friday evening. and 
he at once sent word to have the originals— 
two having beon discovered—sent by express 
to headquarters. Whileawaiting their arrival 
he sent notices to Senator Gorman, Congress- 
man William L. Scott, and other members of 
the committee to come at once for consulta- 
tion. A copy of the telegram was forwarded 
to the white house in order that the president 
imight be advised of this important discovery. 
It was carried to the president in person by 
General Upshaw, then assistantant commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs. 
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“The originuls arrived on Saturday night,” 
continuedthis gentleman. ‘On Sunday morn- 
ing Chairman Brice, Senator Gorman, William 
L. Scott, General Lefevre, Beriah Wilkins 
and the Jate Congressman Taulbee met at the 
rooms of the national committee to size up the 
letter and its probable genuineness. When 
Scott read ithe became very much excited, 
and in that peculiar squeaky voice, which was 
one of his characteristics, he repeated over and 
over again: 

“Tt will elect Cleveland! 
Cleveland sure!’ 

‘*The rest of those present joined in the en- 
thusiasm, and to appearances it would seem 
that Cleveland was already elected. It was 
noticeable, however, that Senator Gorman 
was not saying anything, but was studying the 
letter in the most serious sort of a way. 
Chairman Brice turned to him and said: 

*“**¢Gorman, I believe you think that letter is 
not genuine.’ 

* *You are mistaken,’ replied the latter, ‘but 
it might be more dangerous to use it, being 
genuine, than if it was not.’ 

“This was somewhat enigmatical, and Sen- 
ator Gorman was asked to explain. 

***Well,’ said he, ‘those people over at re- 
publican headguarters are not more than half 
fools anyhow. They know that if’a letter of 
this kind is sent to every republican county 
chairman in Indiana, as it purports it has, a 
copy of it is bound to fall into the hands of 
this committee. It occursto me as possibie 
that they would like to seo this let- 
ter circulated by the democrats. Through 
the press they would declare the letter a 
forgery, and much of the moral effect of the 
exposure would be lost. On the other hand, 
— floater in Indiana would rush to the re- 
publican managers in order to get pay for be- 
coming one-fifth of a block of five. My advice 
is to wait long enongh to establish that this 
Jetter has been sent generally through Indiana, 
and has not been gotten up just toget this 
committee to drum up Indiana floaters for the

**There was a good deal of cooluess after this 
declaration of Senator Gormon. Those pres- 
ent seemed to think that he was unappreciative 
of a document which had come as a God-send 
at a time when campaign sensations were 
scarce. It was, nevertheless, agreed that it 
would be well to investigate before springing 
it. This assurance was given to Senator Gor- 
mon, but he was hardly out of New York be- 
fore Brice’s impatience got the best of him, 
and a fac simile of the letter was electroty ped 
nod scattered broadcast.

For a week Colonel Brice 
sat grimly at his desk, his checkbook never 
out of his hand, and over his own signature he 
checked against his bank account for the pay- 
ment of those bills that came properly authen- 
ticated. He did this while tirades of abuse 
were pouring in upon him from democratic 
newspapers and democratic politicians, but he 
never stopped, except now and then to geta 
new checkbook. At the end of a week, 
when every creditor had been satisfied, he 
counted up the score. He had checked 
out, in round num bers, $70,000. 
iis campaign contributions previously 
had been something over forty thou- 
sand doliars, making a total of $110,000 
sunk for his party's benefit: Brico iost his 
battle, but he is the gamest man that ever ran 
acampaign. 
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“Another thing I want to tell you about,’ 
said the speaker, ‘‘is a rumor that Chairman 
Brice is working the state of Ohio to return 
Charley Foster as United States senator. This 
grows out of the business relations between 
the twomen.

ATHENS’ WANTS WATER,

ATHENS, Ga., November 2.—[Special.}]—The 
waterworks question isat fever heat here. 
The tire this morning was enough to settle it 
thoroughly, for there was absolutely no water 
to be had. 

The council held its regular meeting this 
afternoon, and the members got after the 
waterworks company with a sharp stick. The 
water is supplied by a New York company 
that has a contract with Athens for thirty 
years. The council this evening passed a 
resolution holding up the payments of water 
rents and instructing the waterworks commit- 
tee if they deemed it advisable to institute pro- 
ceedings to set aside the contract, and also to 
investigate and report back as tothe feasibility 
of erecting a system of §waterworks, to be 
owned and operated by the city. 

The water supply of tiie city is wholly inad- 
equate. The reservoir hasn’t more than four 
feet of water in it, and that of horrible quality 
and the city isat the mercy of the thames. 
The council proposes to push matters to a 
settlement, and the best sentiment of the 
city is practically unanimous in favor of the 
city owning its own waterworks.

The three above named buildings were three . 


stories high. By the strong and faithful ex- 
ertions of the firemen the retail dry goods 
stores of George W. Green & Co., and the 
Empire store were saved from destruction. 
About six thousand dollars’ worth of goods 
were removed from the Empire store,but what 
remained inthe store must be considerably 
damaged by tire and water. 

A large portion of Green & Co.’s stock was 
removed. Some of the stock of the other 
stores in the triangular block was also re« 
moved. C. C. Holt, a frame and picture 
dealer, did not remove his stock. At one time 
it looked as if the First National bank build- 
ing, which is in the triangular block,.would 
also be destroyed, but it escaped injury.

It is still searching for preven- 
tive and remedial agents, ‘This Is in the 
very nature of things. The germ theory of 
disease is an advance in the direction of dis- 
covery, and it will finally lead to the dis- 
covery of remedial agents,

Pensions for Workingmen. 

A French journalist {n a recent article on 
the proposed pensioning of workingmen 
SAVS: 

We know that Germany has gotten the start of 
us in the study of this question. The reichstag 
lately voted an insurance law against infirmity 


andoid age in favor of workingmen seventy 
years of age;” the annual pension is from 
” to 210 francs. The workingmen and 


ihe employer bear two-thirds of the expense; 
the remainder, which may be only one-third, is 
in charge of the government. Seventy years is 
too late; 90 francs is too little. Our minis- 
ters wish todo better. They propose to lower the 
age to fifty-five years, and to increase the amount 
of the life pension, which will vary from 300 
to 600 frances as a maximum. The_ govern- 
ment ences itself to furnish  two- 
thirds of the suin contributed by the employers 
and workmen. Thisis the opposite proportion to 
that across the Rhine. Finally,the German law 
provides for oblicatory insurance; ours, more lib- 
eral, torthe workingmen, at least, does not al- 
low the superintendent to profit by the advant- 
ages offered to them; the employer is not con- 
sulted. The French plan rests on the following 
hypothesis: Suppose thata workman, working at 
least 290 days each year, saves daily the amount 
of deposit provided for by the law (five or ten 
centimes for his personal quota, and as much 
more forthatoft the employers); the sums thus 
eaved and invested at 4 per cent per annum, will 
pro ure for him, attheend of thirty years, 180 
or 560 francs of annual pension. The subsidy of 
the government, as much as equals two-thirds, 
will increase the pension to 300 or 600 francs. 

In France the scheme originates with the 
administration and is a powerful bid for 
popular support, Itisa bold effort to check 
socialism by adopting its leading features. 
How it will work is a doubtful question. 
The masses in France have never been very 
patient or easily satisfied. When they see 
that the government is disposed to yield so 
much to them, it is more than likely that 
they will make still further demands, Sv- 
cialism, endorsed by the powers that be, may 
in the near future prove as dangerous to a 
republic as it is toa monarchy. The move- 
ment in France, as welhas in Germany, is 
full of danger, and there is little reason to 
count upon it as a faétor tending to 
strengthen the cause of law and order and 
good government. Time will show.

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Giants of Olden Times. 

Inone of his recent lectures Professor J. A. 
Williams . liudes to the discovery of an enormous 
lizard eighty feet in tength. The professor infers 
(48 no living specimen of that magnitude has been 
found) that the species which it represents has 
become degenerated. The verity of his position 
he endeavors to enforce by an allusion to the well- 
known existence of huinan giants in olderf times. 
The following is the list upon which this singular 
hypothesis is based; 

A giant exhipited in Rouen in 1830, Professor 
Willlains says, measured nearly eighteen feet in 
height. 

Gorapius once sawagirl of twelve years who 
was ten feet high. 

The giant of Galabra, brought from Arabia to 
Rome during the reign of Claudius Cwsar, was ten 
feet high. 

Fannum, who lived inthe time of Eugene IL., 
measured eleven feet six inches in height. 

Cheval er Scrog, while exploring a cavern in 
the Peak of Teneriffe, found asku.lJ which must 
have beionged to a man at least fifteen feet high. It 
contained sixty perfect teeth of monstrous pro- 
portions. 

The giant Ferregus, slain by Orlando, the neph- 
ew of Charlemagne, was twenty-eight feet hich, 
and so heavy that no horse could be found that was 
strong enough to bear him. 

In 1s thetombof agiant was opened at St. 
German who must have been at least thirty feet 
high during life. 

As late as 1850, a human skeleton nineteen feet 
long was discovered at Rouen, France. The skull, 
which was perfect with the exception of the unde 
jaw, held over a bushel of wheat, 

In 1824, near the castle of Dauphine, a mons- 
trous tomb was discovered. It was thirty feet 
long, sixteen wide and eight high. The inscrip- 
tion, “Kintolochus Kex,” was cut in the hard,gray 
stone. skeleton was found entire, fifteen and 
a half feet long, ten feet across the shoulders and 
five feet from the breast-bone to the back. 

The vicinity of Palermo, Italy, has yielded three 
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remarkable human skeletons, one in 1410, one in 
1516 and the last in 1550. The first was twenty-one, 
the second thirty and the third thirty-four feet in 
height. 

In 1815a skeleton was dug up near Mazrino, Sic- 
ily, the skull of which was as large a8 a common 
wine cask. Each of the teeth weighed seven 
ounces.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 2.—[Special.]

So It Seems, in Character as Well as 
in Name. 


AS THE CONSTITUTION PREDICTED, 


The Maverick Bank of Boston Did Not 
Open Its Doors Today—Sensa- 
tional Developments. 


Boston, November 2.—The losses of the 
Maverick national bank, whose failure was 
announced yesterday, are estimated at upwards 
of two million dollars, which wipes out the 
reported surplus and undivided profits of 
$1,000,000, the capital of $400,000 and all of the 
100 per cent assessment that the shareholders 
But as 
nearly a majority of the shares were owned by 
President Potter, some of which he had pledged 
with s savings bank, etc., it is doubtful 
if the full assessment can be collected. Depos- 
itors, however, should lose only @ fraction of 
their deposits, The irregularities of the 
Maverick bax extend back over a period of 
more than two years. President Ballings 
saysthat when he was bank examiner ten 
years ago, the bank was fsound, except for the 
fault of overloaning and ordering too much 
business upon its capital. 

Cashier Eddy quietly resigned from the 
bank several years ago. While the law re- 
quires sixteen directors fos the bank and 
the comptroller of currency notifies banks with 
nine directors to fill their’ vacancies, 
the Maverick bank has never filled its board 
vacancies, except to maintain the existence of 
the bank by having five directors; but all save 
one or two of the five were practically dum- 
mies. It has been for many yearsa one-man 
bank. It has been singularly free from known 
losses, and Potter has been accounted the best 
judge of business paper in Boston. 

No Disastrous Effects. 

The general opinion is that the action of the 
associated banks in relieving the depositors by 
advancing on their claims, will avert any dis- 
astrous effects. 

President Potter has made an assignment of 
his individual estate to Postmaster Thomas 
V. Hart and Henry D. Hyde. Potter’s prop- 
erty at Cohasset stands to his own name, aud 
itis free from all incumbrances. It is esti- 
mated thatthe property cost him $150,000. 
The Commonwealth avenue property stands 
in the name of Mrs. Potter. The property is 
valuable. Potter has a very heavy life 
insurance, the aggregate amount of 
which is said to be in the neigh- 
borhood of ve hundred thousand 
dollars. Outside of his Cohasset property, 
his bonds and his pictures, itis not known that 
Potter has any property in addition to bis in- 
vestments in speculative securities. 

The Boston banks have voted toassess them- 
selves 3 per cent of the amount of their loans. 
This will raise about four million dollars for 
the loan to the Maverick bank depositors 

The dispatches from the various points 


' throughout the state tend toshow that the loss 


by the Maverick bank difficulties will seriously 
affect the loca! banking houses. 

Vice President Lombard, of the investment 
company, said the company would not be af- 
fected by the failure to any extent. 

Potter and French Arrested. 


Asa P. Potter, president, and Colonel Jonas 
H. French and Thomas Dana, direc ors of the 
Maverick National bank, were arrested by the 
United States marshal tonight. The war- 
rants, it is understood, charge them with em- 
bezziement andj violation of the United 
States banking laws, which forbid 
loans b a national bank to any 
single individual amounting to more than 10 
per cent of its capital stock. It is said Potter 
owes the bank $1,500,000, French $800,000, and 
Dana $400,000. ‘The Boston and Maine rail- 
way had $400,000 on deposit at the time of the 
failure. 


The Debt Statement. 

WASHINGTON, November 2.—The debt state- 
ment shows that the interest and non-interest- 
bearing debt decreased during October $4,025,527, 
this being brought about by a reduction of $2, 
918.060 in debt on bonds, the interest on which 
has ceased, and $1,109,467 In the debt bearing no 
interest. The interest-bearing debt has actually 
increased $2,000. The total interest-bearing debt 
outstanding is $585,026, 720.

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THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 2 .—The closing of the doors 
of tbe Maverick National Bank, of Boston, this morn- 
ing was a surprise to most people, but it revealed the 
reason of selling stocks for some time past by houses 
with Boston connections, and precipitated the selling 
out of many lines of stocks held in that center, This 
selling gave an opportunity to traders to hammer the 
market. After the opening losses the demand for 
shorts was sufficient to steady the market,and even 
infuse some strength into it. The activity for the first 
half hour was something which has not been seen since 
the late boom culminated, and about one-half of the 
entire business of the day was transacted during the 
first hour. Excitementthen died away, and dealings 
for the remainder of the day were almost featureless, 
with a firm tone throughout.

MEW YORE, November 2.—(Special.|—A decline of 
the early half of the session in 


Liverpool this morning was about what was expected 
here, and in itself did not justify any further decline in 
this market, but the announcement that the Maverick 
National Rank of Boston would today close its doors 
shocked speculative confidence; and, with receipts, has 
given us a weak market during the entire session upto 2 
o'clock. At that hour prices showed a decline of 12 points 
on November, 9@10 on December and January, while 
the more distant positions are rather steadier and are 
only6 points lower than on Saturday. The weakness of 
the near positions is in marked contrast to last week, 
and evidences the liquidation ofthe outside long inter- 
est, which is mainly in December and January. The 
holdings thus dislodged have for the most part, we think 
passed into hands of comparative strength, and with 
any falling off in receipts a sharp recovery seems 
likely. The port movement today is 65,000 bales, 
against 63,000 bales last year. The Atlantic porte re- 
port a very moderate movement, and the large receipts 
are due almost entirely to the New Orleans deliveries, 
which promise to continue heavy this week. At 2 
o'clock the market was steadier, and the close quiet 
about 243 points above the lowest. During the last 
hour the effect of the absorption of cotton during the 
early session became apparent, and the market had 
the aspect of being entirely sold out, Receipts at New 
Orleans tomorrow are estimated at 20,000 to 22,000 bales, 
but this has been discounted in today’s market, and 
there are now so many contingencies that may now cur- 
tail receipts and result in the alternative ascendancy 
of short crop ideas that it seems to us unwise to be 
short of cotton.

THE CHICAGO MARKET.

CHICAGO, November 2.—On the whole, the range of 
feeling developed today in the wheat market was 
weaker and fluctuating through various causes, The 
drought continues, although it is cloudy nearly all 
over the winter wheat country, but the indications 
were generaliy for colder weather.

CHICAGO, November 2.—Cables generally report 
higher markets abroad. Clearences from Atlantic 
ports are large, aggregating about 1,000,000 wheat and 
wheat flour. All news from the winter wheat region 
reports acontinuation of drought. Notwithstanding 
all this our market closed aboutle per bushel lower 
than Saturday. The local feeling was rather bearish, 
and the speculative interest does not seem to be large 
enough to take care of the increased receipts. Ex- 
porters, however, have bought about 600,000 bushels in 
New York, and the indications are that the receipts 
will be lighter. 

This should have a tendency to strengthen prices. 

The sharp advance of cornin the foreign markets, 
together witha good domestic and foreign demand, 
caused an unusual activity in the corn pit, at about 1c 
per bushel higher range of prices. The new crop is 
not making quite sofreely asthe believers in low 
prices have predicted. It wiil probably require at least 
two weeks yet before the new corn will be in condition 
to supply the New England demand, and unless our 
receipts increase very materially, we cannot look for 
much lower prices. In view of the very light stocks of 
old corn, early feeding of the new crop and the foreign 
demand, it is a question whether we have any more 
corn now than we had one year ago.

Inquiry for all kinds of hog product for immediate 
shipment was large.
